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SELECTMEN’S FOREWORD 


As the Town of Marlborough moves into the final year of the 
1960’s it is confronted, as are most other communities in our country, 
with the growing problem of providing adequate services to its citizens 
and good education for its children while wrestling with the ever- 
growing problem of a rising tax rate and enlarged budgets. Realizing 
these problems will not automatically abate, the Selectmen and the 
Planning Board are presently engaged in a comprehensive study of all 
the areas and all the factors involved, with a consulting firm from 
Boston, Massachusetts, using the $4000 that was raised and appro- 
priated for the purpose and the $9000 matching fund received from the 
State and Federal aid. At this writing we have been given information 
as to population trends, probable growth areas in the community and 
at present, maps are being prepared that will show topography, streets, 
cemeteries and other points of interest that will enable us to determine 
land use. Studies to be made in the future by the consulting firm will 
include a school study, a study as to what types of business or industry 
our community is best suited and other important areas as well. 


The Public Lands Committee is being continued because there 
seems to be possible litigation pending concerning lands that belong to 
the Town but which others have claimed to be their own. The un- 
expended balance of the appropriation for the committee’s use, in the 
amount of $687.90, is being carried over to pay for expenses incurred 
in the above mentioned litigation. When this committee’s work has 
been concluded, it will be dissolved. 


The two major pieces of equipment the Town voted to purchase 
at last year’s meeting have been in operation for some months and are 
proving to be very satisfactory. The new fire truck has performed well 
in all the tests it has been given and it seems the Town has purchased 
a very good piece of equipment that will give us excellent service for 
many years to come. In the purchase of the Austin-Western grader, 
the Town was fortunate to get approximately $1600 worth of added 
equipment at no extra charge. This added equipment was in the form 
of a torque converter and an over-sized air cleaner. This machine is 
very satisfactory and we are sure that it too, will give us many years 
of valuable service. 


The 1968 tax rate was set at $4.04 per hundred valuation by the 
State Tax Commission and was based on a total Net Assessed Valua- 
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tion of $7,906,065. The Town is faced, however, with the reality that 
this net assessed valuation will decrease over the next three years due 
to the fact that the Public Service Company of N. H. is writing off the 
sub station or power house located on Roxbury Road. This, of course, 
will cause the tax rate to automatically increase; as to what degree we 
have not yet been able to determine. 


The Selectmen wish to thank the many Town Officers and Com- 
mittees for their considerations, their cooperation and their help dur- 
ing the past year and especially wish to thank all the citizens of 
Marlborough for their interest and loyalty to their community. We 
are interested in and will welcome any suggestions from the people of 
the Town in our attempt to make Marlborough a better place in which 
to. live and work, and while everything in the future does not look 
bright, we are convinced that most all problems facing our community 
can be solved if we work together in the best interest of the Town.

There were 20 accidents in town this year, with no serious in- 
juries, or heavy property damage. 


We had more trouble with dogs than usual, with 6 people re- 
ported being bitten. 


There were 7 breaks in town this year, but there was nothing 
taken in some of the breaks. We recovered quite a few stolen items 
from breaks in other towns. All breaks not yet solved are still being 
investigated by local police, State Police, and Sheriff’s Dept. 


We had the usual amount of trouble with Juveniles breaking 
windows, light bulbs and the likes. One group of 6 juveniles were 
made to pay for a car windshield they broke by throwing stones. 


We made 2 trips to the State Hospital in Concord to bring pa- 
tients. We had to hire a woman as an escort for a female patient. 

We had 1 car dumped into the quarry. We had to hire a diver 
to hook onto it to pull it out. The quarry has since been closed to 
vehicular traffic. 

There were 3 arrests made in 1968. 


We had to serve several summons for the Keene police, and other 
out of state police departments. 


We did more patrol than usual this year. We found 1 door un- 
locked while on patrol. We check most of the summer places while 
on patrol if we know they are supposed to be vacant for awhile. 

We received our new radio’s and they have proved to be very 
satisfactory. 

The Monadnock Rangers were on patrol for us 2 nights before 
Halloween. They are also available to us any time we need them 
without cost to the town.

Jan. 1, 1967 to Dee. 31, 1968 
A total was made of 564 calls, serving 47 different persons. 


Because of the new “sliding pay” scale, there are several different 
categories of pay received. The total breaks down as follows:

*(usually are for transportation to Dr. or clinic more than

The monthly rate of calls remains fairly constant throughout 
the year, this year. The lowest number of calls was seen in February, 
the highest number in October. 


During the past year funds raised by the P.T.A. and matched by 
the N.H. State Dental Welfare program were put to use to help 
several children who had severe cavaties and were not getting the 
dental care necessary. The children were taken to Dr. Goodman of 
Jafirey, (beloved by the kids), who was kind enough to work our peo- 
ple into his busy schedule. ‘“‘We” had the dubious pleasure of having 
the most amount of work necessary per child of all the children that 
he has from several surrounding towns, that are also participating in 
this program. Our thanks in behalf of the “kids” to the P.T.A. for 
it’s sponsorship. This most worthwhile program is going on at present 
sponsored by the Marlborough Community Nursing Association, for 
this year. Any organization or group that might be interested in 
sponsoring the program for one year can receive additional informa- 
tion from Mrs. Rowena Bottomley, Pres. of the Association, or Mrs. 
Margaret Ford, Nurse. These clinics must be set up well in advance

of the school year start. About 23 people have benefitted from this 
program to date.

Loaned 420 books to school for classroom use. 


Sponsored 31 Story Time programs——average attendance was 25. 
Borrowed 1,491 books from the State operated bookmobile to 
augment our collection. 


The statistics do not record the increased use of our library by 
all age groups. Many have made use of our library as an information 
center, the music listening room with its equipment and the browsing 
areas. 


Borrowed 122 books from the State Library on special requests. 
Added 266 books to our collection. 


Borrowed 45 16mm films from the State Library. 


We have added three new services this vear. A Record Loan 
Collection, a Copy Machine and a Tape Recorder. The tape recorder 
may be used in the library by any adult who wants to make a record- 
ing. A small fee will be charged for the tape. It is our plan to tape 
all meetings pertinent to the history of our town. There were funds ‘ 
with this gift to buy additional tapes for this purpose or tapes of 
literary and historic value for the library collection. 


The family and friends of Marshall Ford presented the library a 
sum of money in his memory with which to buy books about Vietnam, 
the war and hellicopters. We have purchased 36 books, to date. The 
fund left will be used to un date the subject until depleated. The 
collection has circulated well and it is our hope that our readers may 
gain a better understanding of the Vietnam situation as well as the 
advancement and use made of the hellicopter in our daily living. 


Living memorials such as these are a fine tribute to those who 
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have given service to their community and country. They will long 
be remembered for their act of duty. These memorials will pass on 
valuable information for generations to come. What finer way is 
there to go on serving ones’ community. 


The high light of the year was the dedication of the addition 
to our library. This was indeed a happy occasion for all who had 
worked so faithfully on the building and renovating project.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 


Herewith is my report as Principal of Marlborough Schools. In 
it I shall attempt to give pertinent facts which should be of interest to 
townspeople and will, also, try to include a few points which may be 
worthy of consideration as the future is faced. 


Enrollment 


It seems desirable at the beginning of these reports to compare 
pupil members in the current school year to those of the year imme- 
diately preceding. The following are figures showing September en- 
rollments in 1968 and 1967.

The fact that our school enrollment has not risen as rapidly as 
many others have can be understood when we realize that practically 
no new housing units have been erected in our town in recent years. 


The size of our school with its very favorable teacher-pupil ratio 
presents excellent opportunity for students to prepare themselves well 
in many areas. The facilities are adequate and the staff is competent, 
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Curriculum and Program, Grades Seven Through Twelve 


Our high school program meets the minimum requirements for a 
comprehensive high school as defined by the State Department of Edu- 
cation. The offerings include five units of English, seven of mathe- 
matics, five of foreign language, five of science, five of social studies, and 
a total of sixteen in the fields of practical arts, including the commer- 
cial, home economics and industrial arts courses. Many of these are 
two track programs with pupils divided as college bound and noncol- 
lege bound. In addition, there are five offerings in art and music, plus 
the physical education program. We have attempted to bring about 
considerable change in the industrial arts area with the acquisition of 
new equipment and revamping of cource content. 

Our graduates are, in general, successful in getting admitted to 
schools of their choice and by their success, give evidence of adequate 
preparation. Very, very few of our graduates who start higher edu- 
cation discontinue it due to inadequate preparation. This number is 
small and is well within the national average. 


As for the noncollege students, it might be borne in mind that the 
better jobs in today’s world go to persons with training and if this is 
not acquired at some school, it must come from periods of patient ef- 
fort in on-the-job acquisition of the skills and knowledge necessary. 
High schools must not be expected to be institutions of terminal edu- 
cation producing a finished product. 


Our seventh and eighth grade programs include the usual dis- 
cipline subjects plus the offerings in fine and practical arts areas. 
Pupil interest, evidence of desire and ability, test results and confer- 
ences are among the factors determining the pattern of the high school 
course. 

School Staff, All Grades 


I will list only those changes from last year for the information of 
our readers. In the elementary grades a regrouping made possible 
by some changes in grade enrollment resulted in the temporary elim- 
ination of one position. This was the one held by Mr. John Bardis, 
and he obtained a position in a nearby system. Mr. Robert Nute, 
Music Director, leit teaching to enter business. He was replaced by 
Mr. Larry Stone, a 1968 graduate of Keene State College. 


_In grades seven through twelve, four teachers left. They were: 
Mrs. Martha Blacketor, who left to accept a college teaching post; Mr. 
Paul Miller, also to a college teaching affiliation; Mrs. Sally Reade, 
who retired from teaching; Mr. Jay Schofield entered another pro- 
fessional field. 


The above named were replaced respectively by Mrs. Joan An- 
derson with teaching experience in Connecticut; Mr. Kenneth Berry 
who returned to teaching after some years in business; Mr. Rufus 
Stacey with experience in Hopkinton High; and Mr. Robert Anderson 
with several years of experience, the most recent of which was in 
Connecticut. We were fortunate in experiencing such a relatively low 
turnover in staff. The school board and the citizens deserve to be 
commended for providing the conditions which keep teachers con- 
tented to stay in their positions. 
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~ Mrs. Doris Porter and Mrs. Madolyn Richardson retired after 
many years of service in the cafeteria. Mrs. Joan Stebbins did not 
return as office secretary. Frank Menegoni concluded his duties as 
part-time custodian. | 


Mrs. Corinne Nash, who had early experience in our lunch pro- 
gram operation, returned to become director. She is being assisted by 
Mrs. Mary Russell. Mrs. Frances Wilson is a part-time assistant. 
Mrs. Linda Coutts succeeded Mrs. Stebbins in the office, and Mr. 
Douglas Croteau was employed to assist with custodial duties. 


Physical Facilities 

The two buildings have had considerable work done on them 
since I last reported. Certain necessary carpentry and more than 
the usual amount of painting were done at the elementary school. Its 
appearance and general functional use have been improved by this 
summer work program. A large part of the exterior of the high school 
building and the interior of the auditorium were painted. All of this 
was to surfaces that had not been painted since construction in 1957. 
We were fortunate in getting much of this work done through co- 
operation of the federal government program which offers employment 
to young people during vacation periods. Richard Clark, Jr. and 
David Ojala were available to us for ten weeks each under this pro- 
gram. The buildings are now in generally good condition, and our 
plan for painting areas in rotation should be continued.

Extracurricular Activity 


Social functions sponsored by the various classes give the Lrudéites 
an opportunity for wholesome recreation under supervision on many 
weekend occasions during the school year. These are chaperoned by 
staff members with assistance from parents on a few occasions. Pupils 
appear to appreciate the opportunities provided, and we experience 
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only a minimum number of unpleasant incidents. These, however, 
make it more difficult to get teachers to give of their time. 


The student council carries on an active program, and students 
have an ponoranity to be heard in certain phases of the operation of 
the school. 


Our athletic teams continue to participate in the Granite League. 
Currently we are experiencing a year of “building” as the last two 
graduations took a heavy toll among our athletes. The material for 
more strong athletic units in the future is here, and is gaining the 
necessary experience. 


The Elementary School 


We presently have eight full time teachers instructing pupils in 
grades one through six. Their work is supplemented by that of Mrs, 
Lovering in remedial reading, Mr. Stone in music, Mr. Robinson in 
handwriting, and Mrs. Care in conservation. The pupil-teacher ratio 
is very favorable and the work is progressing well. This year we have 
only one room with multiple grades. This seems a necessary arrange- 
ment on some occasions as grades are too large for one teacher, and 
not really large enough to make two full teacher loads. Census figures 
indicate no overload for next year. 


A new reading program was adopted and the new materials have 
been in use since September. It is proving to be effective, and it should 
increase skill in reading. 


The modern mathematics program has been in operation long 
enough so that pupils are working at all levels with considerable back- 
ground. All elementary pupils have now been having modern math 
since starting school. | 


Routine physical examinations have been given by Dr. Paul and 
Mrs. Ford. A considerable number of corrections have already been 
made in glasses. Good progress is being made in caring for dental 
needs. This work has been done in all grades. 


Conclusion 


In concluding this report, I wish to express my hopes for con- 
tinued support of our townspeople of a sound educational program for 
the youth of Marlborough. Certain decisions appear to be ahead, and 
I know they will be made with sincere concern for the boys and girls. 
No plan will be inexpensive, and certainly the school problems here, 
as elsewhere, deserve constant and serious study. 


I wish once again to express my thanks to all who have assisted 
and supported me during the twenty-six years I have served as prin- 
cipal of these schools. To make any kind of list would be impossible, 
but my gratitude goes to many. My admiration and respect for my 
colleagues is sincere.

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REPORT OF ADMINISTRATORS 


Public expectations from education continue to increase. We 
expect that our schools will make provision for the college bound 
students and the entrance requirements are higher than ever. When 
our boys and girls leave, we anticipate that they will possess knowl- 
edge and skills that will “sell” at a good price in the complicated labor 
market. Democracy is a rather relaxed form of government which 
works well when its citizens are capable of self-government, again a 
major concern of our schools. Government programs have shown the 
value of earlier education. An ever increasing number go on to col- 
leges and technological schools, and there is much demand for public 
supported junior colleges and vocational schools, grades thirteen and 
fourteen. We are recognizing the problems of handicapped children 
and seme of us feel that we have no right to discriminate against those 
who already have to live with the limitations of mental and physical 
handicaps. Great things are expected from education, from the 
smallest hamlet in New Hampshire to the great sophisticated nations, 
and the newly independent countries. “Going to school” now has no 
age limits. To be rich, to be free from hunger, to be wise, to be happy, 
to fulfill self: all make educational demands. 


Although your school board and your administrators discuss the 
extending scope of our problems, most of our time is devoted to solv- 
ing the day to day concerns. Our goals must be high for we realize 
the implications of providing less than enough to satisfy youthful 
potential. Yet we become more perplexed with the financial limitations 
and the desires of the people we strive to serve. 


In its second year of operation, our supervisory union organiza- 
tion has become more effective. We hope that our efforts are bringing 
improvements, particularly in the classrooms of our six towns. For 
the year 1968-69, our budgets total $4,386,130 for 5564 pupils. I want 
to point out some specific areas of progress. 


First, we have employed five new teachers who have a wealth and 
variety of educational experiences in New Hampshire, Connecticut, 
New York, Massachusetts and Rhode Island. We have been able to 
retain a good staff of veteran teachers. Because of change in enroll- 
ment, we have reduced the faculty by one. Our Title I program pro- 
vides an “extra” for pupils with problems. We have extended “special” 
education, at least in a limited way. It is and will be a constant 
struggle to compete for teachers because our dollar resources are 
limited. 


In the industrial arts department, the program has been 
broadened, including instruction in small motors and other areas. 
More adequate work tables have been secured and a new lathe pur- 
chased. Association with the Keene vocational shop program was 
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thoroughly explored but so many problems evolved that it. proved 
impractical. We are endeavoring to build up science laboratory sup- 
plies‘and equipment that were pretty badly depleted. In the:com- 
mercial department we have eccelerated the exchange of old machines 
for-‘new ones. In home economics new sewing machines replace worn 
out, older models and a new refrigerator has been purchased. Teachers 
have reviewed the copyright dates and the quality of texts and new 
books have been or are being purchased in mathematics, pias 
social studies, science. 


In our elementary school we have a new rengae, series Jens 
linguistic approach. The Title I pupils have been supplied with pro- 
grammed reading materials which emphasize individual progress. All 
textbooks have been inventoried and the new budget will provide for 
first priority needs. | 


Audiovisual instructional materials have been supplemented and 
the test program has been strengthened. 


We are trying to maintain our buildings for efficiency, safety, 
attractiveness. The rear and one side of the elementary building ex- 
terior have been painted and a worn out door replaced. We have con- 
tinued the program of classroom painting. The cupola was repaired 
and painted. Approximately one-half of the exterior and trim of the 
secondary school was painted. The interior of the gymnasium has 
been painted. Miscellaneous maintenance jcbs have been performed, 
including replacing floor title, checking oil burners, replacing glass, 
painting doors and floors. 


Projects to be completed within the new budget are roof repairs, 
rebuilding the front entrance to the elementary school, painting halls 
and four classrooms, finishing off the kitchen store room. 


Our maintenance dollars have been extended by the employment 
of a student under a federal project, by Mr. Farwell and Mr. Karl 
Robinson. We cannot wisely postpone much needed repairs. 


The new budget is nearly complete at this time. Those respon- 
sible have devoted hours to preparation and review. Such a large 
proportion is fixed and beyond our control, that our choices and yours 
are extremely limited. 


Again, the budget will require a sizable increase in taxes on real 
estate. State laws on the books, if implemented, would provide more 
than $80,000 in foundation aid rather than the $28,000 currently re- 
ceived. Tuitions receivable are nearly a revenue of the past. The tax- 
able real estate behind each pupil is only 24 that of the New Hampshire 
average. Translated into the dollars, this means that our local effort 
must be at least 14 greater to maintain even an average school system. 
I implore each of you to make his voice felt in Concord to secure 
greater state support. Nationally, the local share of school support is 
52%, whereas our local effort is 90%. 


Are there alternatives to our high local cost, particularly for the 
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high school? Primarily it comes from our effort to maintain a good, 
comprehensive program with a small enrollment of 100-120 pupils. 
Are we getting the most for our expenditure? It seems timely to join 
forces locally and with other nearby districts to explore all possibilities 
to the end that wise decisions can be made for our boys and ehis 2 in 
the near future. 


We are grateful for the effort of our associates, your continued 
Rape and the goodwill COHBSISLANLY demonstrated towards our 
HERBIE and employees.

and the teacher involved at a mutually agreeable time. 


2. If the parties were not satisfied with the results of Step 1. 
an appeal should be made to the Superintendent of Schools. 


3. If the parties were not satisfied with the results of Step 2. 
an appeal should be made to the School Board who would render 
a verbal or signed written decision. 


All persons having voted who wished, the polls were declared 
closed by the moderator at 9:45 P.M. Voted favorably on the motion 
of Oliver F. Derby that the meeting return to Article 1. The ballots 
were examined and counted and the votes for the various candidates 
were tallied by the moderator, in the presence of the district clerk 
and other election officials. When the counting was completed, the 
results of the counts were declared and publicly announced by the 
moderator as follows:

Report of Forest Fire Warden & District Chief 


People cause fires. Our records show that the number of fires in- 
crease in an area as the population increases and our state is growing 
tremendously. This means that we all must be aware of fire causes and 
do our best to prevent their occurrence. 


When we are very young the lighted matches is an adventure, 
burnt fingers and a dropped match is another fire. A little older we 
like to have a woodland cookout, or go out by ourselves for a smoke 
but fire and forests get together for another statistic. We adults like 
to clean up in the spring, burn the old debris and the dead grass, re- 
sult — escaped fires and much personal expense. 


With new homes and summer cottages located in woodlands and 
with abandoned fields and forests crowding the back yard of our vil- 
lages’ streets, it is necessary that everyone be aware all through the 
fire season, which comes with the disappearance of the snow, of the 
need to be careful with outdoor fires and fire sources. 


The following action will help: 
1. To teach our children the danger of lighted matches. 


2. To NEVER discard lighted smoking material from a car or 
while walking through fields or woods. 


3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the town dump. If 
you must burn— 

a. You need a written permit from the town fire warden for 
ALL debris burning except when the ground is covered 
with snow. Cooking fires in outdoor fireplaces or in char- 
coal brasiers in your own back yard is permitted on 
notification of the warden. 

b. The warden is forbidden by regulation to allow burning of 
household rubbish on GRASS by householders between 
9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. 

c. Have equipment on hand to control the fire BEFORE you 
light the match. 


4. Promptly report any fire out of control to your fire wadren 
or fire department. 


Help to keep our town out of the fire occurrence column and save 
your tax dollars for useful purposes.
